Two roadway alternatives and two transit alternatives are being studied in Salt Lake 
County; four roadway alternatives are being studied in Utah County. The corridor 
width and footprint have been defined for each alternative along with other key 
components including the number of roadway lanes, depressed or elevated facility, 
roadway lane function (i.e., general purpose, HOV, etc.), interchange locations, transit 
station locations, park and ride locations, and minor shifts to alignment to minimize 
impacts.  The impact data has been collected and the team is in the process of 
evaluating the information in progressing towards a preferred alignment. During the 
past year, the project team has also conducted a tolling analysis. This analysis is part 
of the EIS because the transportation and socio-economic impacts of tolling may be 
different than for a non-tolled facility.
